the harbor it was 
blowing 
sixty 
miles 
Tho lain fell in torronts 
Tho 
worst 
euffercrs 
were 
in 
mntes 
of refugee 
camps 
whero 
misery and wretchedness reigned 
Tenia wero 
carried 
away 
flimsy 
temporary 
cabins 
blown 
down 
Hundreds 
of refugees 
had 
their 
lew 
belongings 
saved 
irom 
tho 
former disaster or sinco acquired 
utterly ruined 
At Harbor 
View 
where 1200 refugees are housed in 
lemnornrv houses 
hundreds wero 
driven out by tho storm 
All 
street car trafflo 
was 
sus 
pendod early in tho forenoon 
tho 
tracks being 
blocked 
by biicks 
and fallon wires 
and 
their 
being 
danger from tottering walls which 
wero swaying in tho high wind 
Tho school 
department was 
al 
most demoralized 
by 
tho storm 
In most of tho schools 
the pupils 
wero dismissed 
beforo 
the 
storm 
reached its hcighth and none wero 
injured 
Tho heaviest damngo was 
sustained in 
Van Ness 
avenue 
a 
retail district 
wbcro 
a 
building 
containing 
two 
stores 
collapsed 
and another was unroofed 
causing 
a 
loss 
estimated 
at 
more 
than 
350000 
Many basoments 
and 
collars 
in 
the stores 
along Fillmoro street 
weio flooded 
damaging 
much 
of 
tho stofk in tnem 
On tho water 
lrotitall shipping was 
suspended 
but 
willi 
the 
exception 
of 
tho 
British ship Palgravo 
which 
was 
diiven 
upon Alcatraz island 
no 
gieut damago 
was 
dono to 
ship 
ping 
It is boliovcd tho Palgravo 
will be pulled off tomorrow 
Tho waves in tho bay aro almost 
occan liko and ferry service 
with
